Aruba continues to strive despite economic setbacks 


ORANJESTAD - In March 
2009, money supply went 
up by Afl. 41.6 million (1.4 
percent) to Afl. 3,028.1 
million. This increase was 
brought about by an Afl. 
38.2 million expansion in net 
domestic assets and an Afl. 
3.4 million net inflow of funds 
from abroad. Consequently, 
net foreign assets (excluding 
revaluation differences of 
gold and foreign exchange 
holdings) rose to Afl. 1,433.5 
million at the end of March 
2009, which is Afl. 559.4 
million or 64 percent more 
than the amount recorded in the 
corresponding month of 2008. 

The growth in net domestic 
assets was largely caused by 
an Afl. 28.5 million expansion 
in noncredit related balance 
sheet items, reflecting in 
part clearing transactions 
within the banking system. 


In addition, net claims of the 
banking sector on the public 
sector went up by Afl. 22.4 
million (7.7 percent). In 
contrast, claims of the banking 
sector on the private sector, 
which have been declining 
since December 2008, fell by 
Afl. 12.7 million (0.5 percent), 
following decreases in loans 
to enterprises, consumer 
credit, and housing mortgages 
of Afl. 7.4 million (0.7 
percent), Afl. 4.3 million (0.7 
percent), and Afl. 0.9 million 
(0.1 percent), respectively. 

In March 2009, the real 
turnover tax revenue (BBO) 
dwindled by 1.5 percent, for 
the third consecutive month, 
compared to March 2008. 
The figures used here are 
based on the BBO collected 
in April, which is indicative 
of turnover mostly generated 
in the previous month. 


In the first three months of 2009, the real BBO declined by 
4.8 percent, compared to the corresponding period of 2008. 

Moreover, in March 2009, stay-over visitors continued to 
debilitate as preliminary figures for that month recorded a 13.3 
percent decline in the number of visitors and a 10.7 percent 
lower total nights spent in Aruba. In the first three months of 
2009, stay-over visitors and total nights spent on the island went 
down by 8 percent and 5.2 percent, respectively (first three 
months of 2008: +20.6 percent and +17.5 percent). 

The average occupancy rate of both hotels and timeshares, 
reported bythe Central Bureau of Statistics, registered a 5.5 
percentage points fall to 79.5 percent in March 2009, compared 
to a year earlier. In the first quarter of 2009, this occupancy rate 
decreased by 4.7 percentage points to 80.7 percent, compared to 
the corresponding period of 2008. □

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Members of the Second Chamber profiled Gradual 
growth towards country status is much wiser 


THE HAGUE—It’s not that he 
thinks St. Maarten does not 
deserve to attain country status. 
To the contrary, his party fully 
supports the right of the St. 
Maarten people to determine 
their own future. Member of 
Parliament (MP) Ronald van 
Raak of the Socialist Party (SP) 
just does not think that becoming 
a country at this time would be 
the wisest thing for the island. 

“It sounds paternalistic, but we 
have to prevent St. Maarten 
from making the wrong move 
and falling into a deep pit with 
a bad ending as a result,” said 
Van Raak. The 39-year-old MP, 
who is a member of the Second 
Chamber’s Permanent Committee 
of Antillean and Aruban Affairs 
NAAZ, would rather see St. 
Maarten gradually grow towards 
more autonomy. 

Van Raak has in mind a status 
of “public entity,” similar to 
Bonaire, Saba, and St. Eustatius, 
which will be integrated into the 
Dutch Constellation in the near 
future. 

If the island can manage that, 
it could move to the next step, 
which would be country status. 
When St. Maarten has “grown 
up” sufficiently, the island 
could go for the ultimate step - 
independence. 

Van Raak believes St. Maarten 
first wants to get rid of Curasao. 
“We are first going to work 
on getting St. Maarten out of 
Curasao’s clutches,” he said, 
referring to the dismantling of 
the Netherlands Antilles and 
creating new relations in the 
Dutch Kingdom. 

“I hope we can work things 
out with St. Maarten for the 
betterment of the people. To me, 
it doesn’t matter whether this 
takes place as an ultra peripheral 
status, public entity, autonomous 
country in the Kingdom, or as an 
independent country,” he said. 
Being a socialist party, SP 
respects the right of self- 
determination and the desire of 
any country to become more 
independent, said Van Raak. 
In his opinion, ideally every 
country should be independent. 
“It is up to the St. Maarten people 
to determine whether they want 
more independence or not.” 
According to Van Raak, SP does 
not have bad intentions and does 
not want to impose. “We want to 
help. We are willing to invest, 
but a country needs to have a 
future.” 


Difficult area 

Buying off the national debt 
and saying, “Good luck!” with 
the rest is not the solution for 
the problems, said Van Raak. 
The problems are many. St. 
Maarten is a small island 
situated in a “difficult area” in 
the Caribbean where problems 
such as drug smuggling, human 
smuggling, poverty, poor health 
and social system, and corrupted 
governments reign. “You need a 
strong government to cope with 
these issues.” 

“You have to know how much 
capacity you need to be a strong 
government and to provide the 
proper services to the people,” 
said Van Raak. 

He does not think that St. 
Maarten’s government currently 
has that capacity. “There is a 
lot of criticism on government. 
The report of the WODC (the 
Dutch Scientific Investigation 
Documentation Centre, ed.) 
doesn’t paint a pretty picture.” 
The March 2007 WODC 
report on organised crime and 
maintenance of law and order 
on St. Maarten identified “big 
problems,” said Van Raak. At the 
time the report was published, 
the Dutch Government and the 
island territory said they would 
do something about the situation, 
he added. The additional research 
State Secretary of Kingdom 
Relations Ank Bijleveld- 
Schouten promised to carry out in 
St. Maarten should bring to light 
what has happened since then and 
where the island currently stands, 
said Van Raak. 

The 1.5 billion euros the 
Netherlands is investing in the 
islands needs to be well spent 
and has to be conditioned. 
Solid government finances 
and supervision are a must. 
“Otherwise they will again knock 
on our door in five years and then 
I have to explain to the Dutch 
people that their tax money has 
been squandered.” 

Responsibility 

According to Van Raak, the Dutch 
Kingdom has a responsibility. This 
is part of the guarantee function 
as laid down in the Kingdom 
Charter. The Charter defines the 
right of self-determination for the 
islands. “St. Maarten can get out 
of the Kingdom. 

We, the Netherlands, can’t get 
out, and we don’t want to get 
out either. But we have to take 
responsibility,” he said. 

As long as the Netherlands 


Antilles does not choose tobecome 
independent, the Netherlands 
carries a responsibility for the 
islands, said Van Raak. “The 
Netherlands has the historical 
task to offer the people of the 
islands a better future. 

More intervention now can 
prevent that [and] we [will] 
keep wrestling with our colonial 
past. That is why the SP is 
against quickly rounding off the 
negotiations.” 

Bonaire, Saba, and St. 
Eustatius can become overseas 
municipalities of the Netherlands 
in a relatively short time on the 


condition that there is enough 
supervision on good governance 
and as long as the islands manage 
to collect sufficient income. 

Van Raak said the process to 
integrate Bonaire, Saba, and St. 
Eustatius has been going well. 
“Big steps have been taken and 
a lot of hard work done. But I 
do hope that multi-nationals like 
NuStar/Valero on St. Eustatius 
will contribute more. Multi¬ 
nationals, multi-millionaires, 
everyone has to contribute to 
a better future for the islands,” 
he said. Van Raak, who studied 
philosophy and history and 


taught at the University of 
Amsterdam until 2005, has been 
a member of NAAZ committee 
since late 2006, when he became 
a Member of Parliament. He said 
he has always been interested 
in the Kingdom and the Dutch 
Caribbean. 

“It is our Kingdom far away. 
There are many differences, yet 
so many similarities.” Van Raak 
said lately the stance in Dutch 
Parliament regarding the islands 
and, especially, St. Maarten had 
gotten a lot tougher. “Maybe we 
are far away but we seen enough 
problems.” □ 
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Supreme Court delays Chrysler’s sale to Fiat

WASHINGTON - Supreme 
Court Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg on Monday delayed 
Chrysler’s sale of most of its 
assets to a group led by Italy’s 
Fiat, but didn’t say how long 
the deal will remain on hold. 
Ginsburg said in an order that 
the sale is “stayed pending 
further order,” indicating 
that the delay may only be 
temporary. 

Chrysler LLC has said the sale 
must close by June 15, or Fiat 
Group SpA has the option to 
walk away, leaving the Auburn 
Hills, Mich., automaker with 
little option but to liquidate. 

A federal appeals court in 
New York approved the sale 
Friday but gave opponents 
until 4 p.m. EDT Monday to 
try to get the Supreme Court 
to intervene. Ginsburg issued 
her order right before the 
deadline. 

Ginsburg could decide on her 
own whether to end the delay, 
or she could ask the full court 
to decide. It is unclear when 
she or the court will act. 
Chrysler said it had no 
comment until it receives 


further information from the 
court. 

Chrysler claims the agreement 
with Fiat is the best deal it 
can get for its assets and is 
critical to the company’s plan 
to emerge from Chapter 11 
bankruptcy protection. 

But a trio of Indiana state 
pension and construction 
funds, which hold a small part 
of Chrysler’s debt, have been 
fighting the sale, claiming that 
it unfairly favors Chrysler’s 
unsecured stakeholders ahead 
of secured debtholders like 
themselves. 

As part of Chrysler’s 
restructuring plan, the 
automaker’s secured 

debtholders will receive $2 
billion, or about 29 cents on 
the dollar, for their combined 
$6.9 billion in debt. The 
Indiana funds bought their 
$42.5 million in debt in July 
2008 for 43 cents on the 
dollar. 

The funds also are challenging 
the constitutionality of the 
Treasury Department’s use 
of money from the Troubled 
Asset Relief Program to 


supply Chrysler’s bankruptcy 
protection financing. They say 
the government did so without 
congressional authority. 
Consumer groups and 
individuals with product- 
related lawsuits also are 
contesting a condition of 
the Chrysler sale that would 
release the company from 
product liability claims related 
to vehicles it sold before the 
“New Chrysler” partnered 
with Fiat is created. 
Individuals with claims against 
“Old Chrysler” would have 
to seek compensation from 
the parts of the company not 
being sold to Fiat. But those 
assets have limited value and 
it’s doubtful that there will 
be anything available to pay 
consumer claims. 

The appeals come as Congress 
intensifies its scrutiny of 
the Obama administration’s 
government-led restructuring 
of Chrysler and General 
Motors Corp. The Senate 
Banking Committee said it 
planned to call Ron Bloom, 
a senior adviser to the auto 
task force, and Edward 
Montgomery, who serves as 
the Obama administration’s 
director of recovery for auto 
communities and workers, to 
a hearing Wednesday. 

Sen. Christopher Dodd, 
D-Conn., the committee’s 
chairman, planned to review 
the use of TARP funds to 
help the auto companies and 
look at whether taxpayers 
will receive a return on their 
investment. 

GM and Chrysler executives 
faced questions last week from 
Congress over the elimination 
of hundreds of dealerships 
as part of the companies’ 
reorganizations. □

Wall Street rallies late, ends flat

NEW YORK (Reuters) - U. S. stocks rebounded late on Monday 
to end flat, shrugging off lighter-than-expected sales from 
McDonald’s (MCD.N) and lowered iPhone prices from Apple 
(AAPL.O). 

The three major U.S. stock indexes had fallen more than 1 
percent before rallying in the last hour of trading, led by bank 
shares. 

Analysts pointed to the S&P 500’s recent piercing of its 200-day 
moving average as a positive sign, giving investors confidence 
to buy stocks on dips in the market. 

“What we’re seeing is investors, both institutional and 
individuals, looking at dips as an opportunity to buy,” said Bucky 
Hellwig, senior vice president at Morgan Asset Management in 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

“It’s a sign of the broader strength that’s in the market.” 

The S&P500has rallied 3 9 percent since hitting a 12-year closing 
low on March 9, leading analysts to speculate a correction was 
looming, although recent dips have been short-lived. 

“The market has been in an uptrend and ever since we broke 
through that 200-day moving average, the market has been 
acting pretty well,” said Todd Leone, head of listed trading at 
Cowen & Co. in New York. 

“You’re still seeing buyers out there.” 

The Dow Jones industrial average (.DJI) gained 1.36 points, 
or 0.02 percent, to 8,764.49. The Standard & Poor’s 500 Index 
(.SPX) dropped 0.95 of a point, or 0.10 percent, to 939.14. The 
Nasdaq Composite Index (.IXIC) dropped 7.02 points, or 0.38 
percent, to 1,842.40. 

TEXAS INSTRUMENTS LEAPS AFTER BELL 
After the closing bell, shares of Texas Instruments Inc (TXN.N) 
jumped 5.2 percent to $20.80 after the chip supplier raised its 
earnings per share and revenue outlook for the second-quarter. 
Financial stocks led the rebound, with JP Morgan Chase & 
Co(JPM.N) up 2.4 percent at $35.39. The big U.S. banking 
company’s stock gave the biggest lift to the Dow as investors 
awaited news from Federal Reserve and Treasury officials, 
who are expected to announce which banks will be allowed to 
repay TARP money soon. The KBW Bank index (.BKX) added 
1.3 percent. McDonald’s (MCD.N) was the blue-chip Dow’s 
primary laggard after the world’s largest hamburger chain said 
May sales at U.S. restaurants open at least 13 months rose 2.8 
percent, but were significantly less than the 6.1 percent growth 
in the previous month.

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Apple drops entry iPhone to $99, unveils new model

SAN FRANCISCO - Apple 
Inc. slashed the entry price for 
an iPhone in half and rolled 
out laptops for $300 less than 
previous models Monday, the 
company’s first dramatic price 
cuts since the recession began 
a year and a half ago. 

Apple unveiled a new model 
of the iPhone — the 3G S 
— that looks the same but 
will sport a faster processor, 
longer battery life and sought- 
after features like an internal 
compass, a video camera and 
a photo camera with better 
resolution and auto-focus. A 
16-gigabyte version of the 
3G S will cost $199 and a 
32-gigabyte version will be 
$299. 

The 8-gigabyte iPhone 3G, 
which came out last year, now 
costs $99, instead of $199. 
When the iPhone debuted two 
years ago, eager Apple fans 
had to shell out $499 for a 
4-gigabyte version and $599 
for 8 gigs. The iPhone news 
was the highlight of a two- 
hour presentation by Apple 
executives at their annual 
conference for software 
developers. Apple is known 
for ending these kinds of 
events with a last-minute 
surprise, leading to some 
anticipation that CEO and 
co-founder Steve Jobs might 
make a cameo. But Jobs, who 
is due to return from medical 
leave at the end of this month, 
did not take the stage. Apple’s 
top marketing executive, 
Philip Schiller, exited without 
uttering the company’s 
signature line that there would 
be “one more thing.” 

The latest iPhones go on sale 
June 19, just as two-year 
contracts for the buyers of the 
original models are expiring 
and Apple’s phone faces 
tougher competition from the 
likes of Research in Motion 
Ltd. and Palm Inc., which just 
came out with the $200 Pre 
smart phone. 

Shares of Cupertino, Calif.- 
based Apple slipped 82 cents 
to close at $143.85. 

Lowering the price of the 
least expensive iPhone could 
be risky for Apple, which is 
betting the new versions have 
enough appealing features 


to keep higher-priced models 
selling briskly. AT&T Inc., the 
exclusive carrier of the iPhone 
in the U.S., said Monday it’s 
confident its wireless profit 
margins will hold steady 
overall. AT&T shares fell 16 
cents to $24.40. Apple might 
also be banking on expanding 
the profits it reaps from taking 
30 percent of the revenue from 
downloadable applications 
on the iPhone and the iPod 
Touch. A new version of the 


iPhone operating software, 
available for download June 
17, lets software developers 
sell additional content, like 
electronic books or extra 
levels to a video game, within 
applications. 

Among other upgrades to the 
iPhone, the new software will 
let people download movies 
and TV shows using the 
device’s cellular connection. 
It will let users send photos 
and videos the same way they 


send text messages, bringing 
the iPhone in line with other 
smart phones. (AT&T won’t 
offer this feature until late in 
the summer.) And the new 
software will let parents limit 
the kinds of applications kids 
can download to the device. 
Apple had already announced 
other new features in the new 
software — such as the ability 
to cut, copy and paste text — 
and the ability for “tethering,” 
which means using the iPhone 


to connect a computer to the 
Internet. However, while 22 
wireless carriers will enable 
tethering, AT&T will not. 

For its MacBook line, Apple 
showed off new MacBook Pro 
laptops that boast longer battery 
life and faster processors. The 
company rolled out new 13- 
inch and 15-inch Macbook 
Pro laptops that start at $1,200 
and $1,700, respectively, $300 
lower than existing similar 
notebooks. □ 
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The ongoing struggle with the colonial past

On 15th May the inhabitants 
of Curasao voted ‘yes’ in a 
referendum proposing a new set 
of administrative arrangements 
with the Netherlands. The island, 
in common with its neighbour 
Sint Maarten, will become an 
independent country within 
the Kingdom. SP Member of 
Parliament Ronald van Raak is 
pleased that the population of 
Curasao has opted for continued 
cooperation with the Netherlands, 
but warns also that, in relation 
to good governance and sound 
finance, a great deal of work 
remains to be done. 

In the seventeenth century the 
Netherlands became a major 
colonial power. The Dutch 
Republic established trading 
posts in Africa, Asia and the 
Americas. The United East India 
Company (VOC) ruled over large 
areas of what is now Indonesia, 
while the West India Company 
(WIC) brought Surinam and the 
Dutch Antilles, amongst other 
areas, under its control. In the 
twentieth century our country 
underwent a painful process of 
decolonisation. Just after the 
Second World War the people of 
the Dutch East Indies fought two 
wars to win their independence, 
after which relations cooled 
considerably. In 1975 the 
Netherlands gave every support 
to Surinam’s independence, but 
the young country continued 
to experience many problems 
following its achievement. 
Many of its inhabitants decided 
to migrate to the Netherlands to 
look for a better future. 

A forced marriage 
It seemed obvious that the colonies 
in the Caribbean region would 
also gain their independence 
or seek an association with a 
neighbouring country such as 
Venezuela. The Dutch Antilles, 
however, preferred to remain 
within the Kingdom. According 
to the Statute of the Kingdom, 
adopted in 1954, the Dutch 
Antilles would retain the option of 
withdrawing, but the Netherlands 
would not be permitted to secede 
from the forced marriage. The 
administrative relations within 
the Dutch Antilles remained poor, 
however. The island of Aruba 
seceded from the Dutch Antilles 
in 1986 to become an autonomous 
country within the Kingdom. 
Curasao and Sint Maarten are 
now looking to follow suit. The 
smaller islands of Bonaire, Saba 
and Sint Eustatius, on the other 
hand, want to become overseas 
local authorities with a direct 
affiliation to the Netherlands. 

A neoliberal paradise 
The Dutch Antilles are not 
poor, but there are indeed many 
extremely poor Antillians. The 
average income per head, around 
€12,000 p.a., is higher than 
that of Romania. But income 
differentials are extremely wide, 
so that in the Antilles there are 


numerous very wealthy people, 
most of them foreigners, many 
extremely poor people, and 
widespread unemployment. 30 
percent of the population have 
to get by on less than €215 per 
month. The De Antilles are, 
moreover, very small: Curasao 
has just over 140,000 inhabitants, 
Sint Maarten 40,000, Bonaire 
12,000, Sint Eustatius 2,700 and 
Saba 1,500. In addition, there are 
many undocumented residents, 
as the Antilles are in a region 
marked by extensive labour 
migration. The islands are also 
weighed down by violence and 
criminality, much of it associated 
with the smuggling of arms and 
drugs or with financial crime. . 
The Dutch Antilles are a 
paradise for rich foreigners and 
for multinational corporations. 
Tax evasion is general and tax 
revenues small. In addition, the 
islands count fifteen special 
economic zones, where hundreds 
of firms are established which pay 
no tax other than a levy on profits 
of 2% - as against the 25.5% rate 
in the Netherlands. 

Government supervision is often 
extremely weak. The SP has been 
campaigning since 2003 against 
pollution from the ISLA refinery 
in Willemstad, Curasao’s capital, 
which emits poisonous smoke 
into the working class residential 
areas of Otrabanda and Punda. 
Too many decision-makers are 
more concerned to promote the 
interests of their family or social 
group than the general wellbeing. 
Policy is neoliberal in the extreme, 
with many public services being 
left to the market to provide. 
Poor people in the Antilles are 
trapped in social backwardness. 
The islands have huge debts, with 
too little having been invested in 
education and health care. Local 
workers have to compete with 
migrants from Colombia, Cuba 
and Venezuela, and many young 
people leave for the Netherlands, 
where a poor grasp of Dutch and 
a lack of education mean their 
prospects are generally not good. 
Should we be interfering in the 
Antilles? 

Ank Bijleveld, Secretary of 
State for Relations within the 
Kingdom, is currently conducting 
negotiations over a revision of 
these relations. During a round 
table conference in November, 
2005, it was agreed that the 
Netherlands would help the islands 
to discharge their debts, for which 
purpose a sum of €1.7 billion was 
reserved. The Netherlands also 
wants to help with the necessary 
investment, in education and 
health care, policing and justice. 
But if the islands are to be 
offered a new future, rather more 
than this is needed. It has been 
agreed that their executives must 
draw up sound budgets which 
offer the prospect of financial 
independence. Corruption will 
be tackled and regulations put in 
place to combat nepotism. 

To date, the negotiations have 


been somewhat stilted The 
original deadline of December 
2008 has been extended, but 
the new target date of the end 
of 2009 will not be achieved. 
An important point of dispute 
is the question of how far the 
Netherlands should be permitted 
to interfere. The islands’ rulers 
insist that the Dutch Antilles are 
autonomous countries within 
the Kingdom and are in no way 
answerable to the Netherlands. 
According to the Statute of the 
Kingdom, the Netherlands does, 
however, have the responsibility 
of guaranteeing human rights 
and freedoms on the islands, as 
well as the rule of law and the 
soundness of their administration. 
The Dutch government has thus 
far been extremely reticent when 
it comes to intervening in the 
administration. The SP wants to 
see more clarity over when the 
Dutch government might, in the 
future, make use of this power. . 
Intervention by the Netherlands 
would be necessary in cases 
where things go badly wrong. 
A rapid end must be put, for 
example, to pollution from the 
ISLA refinery, which, according 
to a ‘Strategic Orientation 
Study’ conducted by the island’s 
executive, is responsible for up 
to eighteen people a year dying 
and thousands becoming ill. 
The Netherlands should also be 
asserting its rights when it comes 
to improving the Bon Futuro 
prison on Curasao, in order 
to put an end to the degrading 
conditions there. In some policy 
areas continuing involvement 
will also be needed, for example 
in combating corruption. June 
2007 saw a successful protest 
when members of the island 
council of Sint-Maarten wanted 
to increase their already ample 
expenses reimbursements by 
50%. In December 2008 these 
same politicians wanted to give 
themselves a very attractive 
pensions hike, a move which 
once again was scuppered by the 
SP. 

Is the Netherlands becoming a 
tax haven? 

An important precondition for 
aid in paying off the huge debts 
should be, in the SP’s view, that 
the islands themselves address 
the problem of ensuring sufficient 
income. This means that the taxes 
imposed must also actually be 
collected and an end put to the tax 
advantages available in the special 
economic zones. In February of 
this year Finance Minister Wouter 
Bos gave his support to plans to 
tackle tax havens within Europe, 
by which he meant countries such 
as Lichtenstein, Luxembourg 
and Switzerland. Bos, who is 
also leader of the Labour Party 
(PvdA) could set a good example 
by tackling the Dutch Antilles’ 
special economic zones. A small 
increase in taxes for these zones 
in Curasao, where firms as things 
stand pay almost nothing, can 
prevent the island falling back into 
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financial difficulties in the future. 
For the tax havens on Bonaire 
and Sint Eustatius, the Dutch 
finance minister has a particular 
responsibility, because these 
islands have opted to become an 
actual part of out country. If Bos 
does not intervene, it will mean 
that in the near future we will see 
tax havens on Dutch soil. . 

The ‘BES’ islands - Bonaire, 
Saba and Sint Eustatius - are 
small and isolated. They have 
opted to become ‘public bodies’ 
within the Netherlands, each a 
sort of overseas local authority, 
governed by special rules. After a 
transition period, precisely what 
these rules will be, which rules 
and which laws will be adopted, 
will be examined. Former minister 
Ank Bijleveld has been appointed 
commissioner responsible for 
supervising the transition on 
behalf of the Dutch government. 
A College of Financial Oversight 
will supervise the financial 
policies of the BES islands, 
and the Dutch government will 
be able to intervene if things 
go wrong. Rules have been 
established for good governance, 
with particular attention being 
paid to the problem of nepotism. 
There will be a common police 
force and Court of Justice. But 
the islands lie at a great distance 
from each other and cooperation 
will therefore be difficult. 

Sint Maarten is in part Dutch, 
in part French, with the French 
section forming an Outremer, 
an overseas department under 
the direct rule of France. The 
Dutch Sint Maarten has opted 
to become an autonomous 
country within the Kingdom. Its 
executive is frequently under fire 
for corruption and nepotism. In 
2007 an official report concluded 
that the island is in the grip of 
organised crime, offering a haven 
for money launderers, drug 
smugglers and arms traders. The 
College of Financial Oversight 
will also supervise finances 
on Sint Maarten, but in an 
autonomous country will have 
less competence. Sint Maarten 
will have its own police force 
and Court of Justice, but the 
island seems much too small to 
have any chance of combating 
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international criminality. In the 
SP’s view, it would be better 
were Sint Maarten to accept the 
same ‘public body’ status as have 
the BES islands. . 

Curasao has, on the face of it, 
more potential to join Aruba as 
a country within the Kingdom. 
On Curasao, however, there 
is a great deal of opposition to 
the conditions placed by the 
Netherlands on the proposed 
debt forgiveness. On 15th May 
a small majority voted despite 
this to accept these conditions. 
For Curasao, the same financial 
supervision must be applied as 
in Sint-Maarten. This would 
mean that in the first instance the 
island would itself be responsible 
for balancing its budget. One 
positive is that from now on real 
budgets will be drawn up, rather 
than as previously, when sums 
were listed with no clear view 
of how these had been spent and 
what had been achieved through 
this spending. Curasao will have 
its own police force and Court 
of Justice, but the question again 
arises of whether these will be 
capable of effectively tackling 
the violence and criminality on 
the island. As long as the Antilles 
do not vote for independence, 
the Netherlands will retain a 
responsibility for the islands 
and the historic task of offering 
their people a better future. More 
interference now can prevent 
our having to struggle for even 
longer with our colonial past. The 
SP is therefore against a too hasty 
closure of negotiations. Bonaire, 
Saba and Sint Eustatius can 
quickly be made overseas local 
authorities of the Netherlands, on 
condition that good governance 
is assured and that the islands 
arrange sufficient income for 
themselves, including by taxing 
the special economic zones. Sint 
Maarten is still a long way from 
greater independence, and would 
be better served for the time being 
by opting, as have the other small 
islands, for more oversight by the 
Netherlands. Curasao has a better 
future as an independent country 
within the Kingdom, but in this 
case too the conditions for good 
governance and sound finance 
must be created. □

Obama defends stimulus, 
facing high nnemployment,

WASHINGTON (AP) — Eager to show action 
on the ailing U.S. economy, President Barack 
Obama promised Monday to speed federal 
money into hundreds of public works projects 
this summer, vowing that 600,000 jobs would 
be created or saved. 

Responding to persistently high unemployment 
figures and criticism that the stimulus was 
not worth its historic price tag, the president 
argued his recovery plan was on track. But his 
fresh promises were largely political theater: 
The jobs goal was set a month ago, and the list 
of projects Obama announced was already in 
the pipeline. 

Surrounded by his Cabinet, Obama emphasized 
what has become a dominant issue of public 
concern — an economy that keeps bleeding 
jobs — on the day after returning from a week 
of diplomacy and sightseeing in the Middle 
East and Europe. 

He concentrated on the billions of dollars from 
a taxpayer-funded plan that will be disbursed 
this summer, spurring new debate about just 
how much the $787 billion stimulus plan is 
helping. “We’ve done more than ever, faster 
than ever, more responsibly than ever, to get the 
gears of the economy moving again,” Obama 
said. Based on the work done across a broad 
spectrum of federal agencies during the first 
100 days of the administration, the president 
said, “we’re in a position to really accelerate.” 
But at the same time, he said he was not happy 


with the progress made so far and pressed his 
Cabinet to keep at it. 

He said he was pleased the economy lost fewer 
jobs in May than experts anticipated, asserting 
that was a sign things were moving in the 
right direction. But he said the 345,000 losses 
were still too many, and he cautioned bluntly 
that “we’re still in the middle of a very deep 
recession” and “it’s going to take a considerable 
amount of time for us to pull out.” 

The jobs initiative under the stimulus law 
covers an array of public works ranging from 
parks and wastewater projects to improvements 
at military facilities, airports and veterans 
medical centers. 

The ramp-up is not surprising; the administration 
has always viewed the summer as a peak for 
stimulus spending, as better weather permits 
more public works construction and federal 
agencies have processed more requests. 
Republicans remain critical of the stimulus 
spending, slamming it as a big government 
program that ultimately will do little for 
recovery. 

Said Obama: “Our ultimate goal is making 
sure that the average family out there, mom 
working, dad working — that they are able to 
pay their bills, feel some job security, make 
their mortgage payments.” 

The sheer enormity of the spending plan and 
its long-term costs to the public have raised 
concern for many Americans and given 
Republicans a foothold.

call torture. The destruction 
of the videotapes has spurred 
a criminal investigation into 
why they were destroyed. 
The tapes — and the 
interrogations — are also 
an issue in the ACLU’s 
lawsuit. 

The CIA is fighting efforts 
to force release of the 
documents, including 
dozens of agency cables. 
The cables, Panetta said, 
describe in detail the 
methods used on terror 
suspects, the information 
gleaned from them, and 
what U.S. officials still 
did not know at the time 
the suspects were being

HARTFORD, Connecticut 
(AP) — Federal agents 
violated the constitutional 
rights of four illegal 
immigrants in raids that 
critics say were retaliation 
for a New Haven program 
that provided ID cards to 
foreigners in the country 
illegally, a federal judge has 
ruled. 

The sweeps in New Haven 
on June 6, 2007, came two 
days after the city approved 
issuingidentificationcardsto 
all city residents, regardless 
of immigration status. 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement officials deny 
the early morning raids were 
retaliatory, saying planning 
began the year before. 
Immigration Judge Michael 
Straus, in decisions last 
week, said the immigration 
agents went into the 
immigrants’ homes without 
warrants, probable cause 
or their consent, and he 
put a stop to deportation 
proceedings against the 
four defendants, whose 
names were not released. 
Immigration officials claim 
all four are from Mexico, 
but all four cited their 
Fifth Amendment rights in 
refusing to say what country 
they are from. 

Two of the four immigrants 


lived in one home, and two 
lived in a second home. They 
said in affidavits that agents 
barged into both homes 
after residents had opened 
their doors only a little. The 
agents went into both homes 
looking for specific illegal 
immigrants on a “target 
list,” who weren’t found, 
court documents say. 
Immigration officials have 
denied claims that the 32 
arrests that morning were 
improper, and they said the 
people who were arrested 
had been ordered by judges 
to leave the country. 

They said in court 
documents that they were 
allowed into the homes 
during the sweep. 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement authorities 
are reviewing the judge’s 
ruling and will decide later 
whether to appeal, agency 
spokeswoman Paula 

Grenier said Monday. The 
department has 30 days to 
file a challenge. Grenier 
declined further comment. 
Witnesses alleged in court 
documents that parents 
were arrested in front of 
their frightened children, 
agents refused to identify 
themselves and told people 
in the homes to shut up. 

In his rulings issued June 1 
and 2, Straus said the four 
immigrants’ rights were 


“egregiously violated” 
and the agents’ entries 
in the apartments were 
“unlawful.” 

Of the 32 people arrested, 
30 were released on bond 
or supervision orders. 
Seventeen of those 30 
immigrants challenged their 


arrests in court. 

Yale Law School students 
are representing the 
immigrants, who still live 
in New Haven. 

“We’re obviously very 
happy about it,” Anant 
Saraswat, one of the 
students, said Monday. “We 


think our clients had a very 
strong case.” 

New Haven officials have 
said the raids appeared to 
be retaliatory for the ID 
cards, which are meant to 
help immigrants open bank 
accounts and receive city 
services.□

WASHINGTON - Senior 
House Democrats drafting 
health care legislation are 
considering slapping an 
unspecified financial penalty 
on anyone who refuses to 
purchase affordable health 
insurance, a key committee 
chairman said Monday. 

In addition, officials said 
Democrats are considering 
a new tax on certain health 
insurance benefits as one of 
numerous options to help 
pay for expanding coverage 
to the uninsured. No details 
on the tax were immediately 
available, and no final 
decisions were expected until 
next week at the earliest. 
These officials said drafters 
of the legislation will include 
a government-run insurance 
option as well as plans offered 
by private companies. The 
government option draws 
near-unanimous opposition 
from Republicans and 
provokes concerns among 
many Democrats, as well, 
although President Barack 
Obama has spoken out in 
favor of it. 

Under the emerging House 
Democratic plan, individuals 
and small businesses would 
be able to purchase coverage 
from a “health exchange” and 
the government would require 
all plans to contain a minimum 
benefit, these officials added. 
No applicant could be rejected 
for pre-existing conditions, 
nor could they be charged a 
higher premium, they said. 
House Democrats also are 
considering a wide-ranging 
change for Medicaid that 
would provide a uniform 
benefit across all 50 states and 
increase payments to health 
professionals, according to 
several officials. Medicaid 
is a state-federal program of 
health coverage for the poor. 


The officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity, 
saying they did not want to 
pre-empt a presentation to 
rank-and-file Democrats on 
Tuesday. 

At the same time, Rep. Charles 
Rangel, D-N.Y., chairman of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, confirmed the 
proposed penalty for those who 
refuse to purchase coverage 
they can afford, referring to it 
as “play or pay.” 

“There is no use having 
a mandate without a 
contribution,” he said. 

Waivers would be available 
for those who could not cover 
the cost of insurance. 

The disclosures came as the 
pace of activity quickened 
in both the House and 
Senate on health insurance 
legislation, a top priority for 
the administration. Obama is 
scheduled to meet Tuesday 
afternoon at the White House 
with several Democrats. 
Democratic leaders hope 
to pass legislation in both 


houses by the first few days of 
August, and complete work on 
a compromise measure in the 
fall for Obama’s signature. 
Obama has stepped up his 
own involvement in the issue 
in recent days, and there has 
been a flurry of negotiations 
involving outside interest 
groups who have pledged to 
take steps to achieve savings 
within the private insurance 
market. 

Alongside those efforts, 
financing Obama’s plan to 
spread coverage more widely 
carries a price tag estimated at 
higher than $1 trillion over a 
decade. House Democrats are 
considering cutting projected 
Medicare payments to home 
health care, pharmaceutical 
companies, insurance 

companies, hospitals and 
others to cover costs. 

The option for taxing 
insurance benefits is also 
under consideration as part of 
legislation taking shape across 
the Capitol in the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

Numerous options are possible, 
many involving either a tax 
levied according to the value 
of an individual’s employer- 
provided health plan, or on the 
benefits received by upper- 
income taxpayers. 

The issue poses multiple 
potential problems for Obama, 
who has pledged not to raise 
taxes on individuals making 
less than $250,000 and also 


ran commercials during 
the presidential campaign 
criticizing GOP rival Sen. 
John McCain’s call for a tax 
on health benefits. 

In recent weeks, the president 
and his aides have sought 
to straddle the issue, neither 
accepting it nor ruling it out. 
Equally troublesome 

politically is the issue of a 
government insurance option. 
Critics argue it would render 
private companies unable to 
compete, and it has emerged 
as a key sticking point in 
the Democratic search for a 
bipartisan plan in the Senate. 
All the Republicans on the 
Senate Finance Committee 
except one wrote Obama 
recently telling him he was 
making a mistake if he insisted 
on a government option. 
The exception was Sen. 
Olympia Snowe, R-Maine, 
who has been trying to find a 
compromise that would make 
a government plan available as 
a last resort if health insurance 
remains unaffordable for many 
families even after Congress 
overhauls the system. 

Even before last fall’s general 
election, health care was a 
key issue in the battle for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination. Obama proposed 
requiring parents to buy health 
insurance for children, with a 
possible fine if parents refused. 
But he would not insist that all 
adults buy insurance. □

PARIS, Texas (AP) — 
Protesters vowed Monday 
to get the U.S. Department 
of Justice to review the 
dismissal of state murder 
charges against two white 
men in the dragging death 
of a black friend. 

About 150 people attended 
a rally outside a Texas 
courthouse, expressing 
anger over what they call a 
pattern of unequal justice for 
whites and blacks in Paris, 
about 90 miles northeast of 
Dallas. 

“A black man’s life is still 
not worth a white man’s 
life in Paris, Texas,” said 
activist Anthony Bond. 

The protest was organized 
last week after a special 
prosecutor, citing a lack 
of evidence, had charges 
dismissed against Shannon 
Finley and Charles Crostley, 
who were accused of 
killing their friend Brandon 
McClelland. His mangled 
body was found Sept. 16 
on a country road, and 
authorities say he’d been 


dragged from a vehicle 
more than 70 feet. 

The two men, who maintain 
their innocence, were 
released Thursday with no 
restrictions after more than 
eight months in jail. 
Authorities had arrested 
FinleyandCrostley,working 
on the theory that the trio 
went on a late night beer 
run into Oklahoma from 
their county, where alcohol 
is illegal. On the way back, 
authorities alleged, the men 
argued over whether Finley 
was too drunk to drive. 
McClelland got out of the 
truck to walk home, and 
Finley ran over him. 

But investigators working 
for the defendants’ 
attorneys located a gravel 
truck driver who last month 
gave a sworn statement 
acknowledging he might 
have accidentally run over 
McClelland. Shook said 
it was unlikely the trucker 
would face charges, but 
that the investigation into 
McClelland’s death would 
continue.

Work to start on $8.7 
billion NY-NJ tunnel

NORTHBERGEN,New Jersey 
(AP) — Construction began 
Monday on the America’s 
largest transportation project, 
an $8.7 billion rail tunnel 
into New York City that’s 
expected to reduce the time 
it takes commuters to reach 
Manhattan from New Jersey 
by an average of 40 minutes. 
The 8.8 mile-long fourth rail 
tunnel under the Hudson River 
will require the removal of 2 
million cubic yards of rock 
and soil — roughly a third 
as much as the Hoover Dam 
— and will take eight years to 
build. “This is an incredible 
project,” New Jersey Gov. Jon 
Corzine told a crowd of 750 
people at a ceremony Monday 
in northern New Jersey. “In 
today’s economic recession, it 


has the added value of creating 
6,000 new jobs day in and day 
out for the next six or seven 
years.’’The new tunnel will add 
two more rail lines, thereby 
speeding the work commute 
from New Jersey to New York 
City by increasing the number 
of NJ Transit passenger trains 
passing under the river during 
peak rush hour from 23 to 48. 
Federal Transit Administration 
chief Peter Rogoff said the 
federal government’s $3 
billion contribution to the 
project is the largest ever 
by his agency. Officials 
estimate the project will 
create 6,000 construction 
jobs and add another 45,000 
new jobs after completion 
in 2017. Rogoff said the 
tunnel will shorten rail trips 
in densely populated New

CAMP LEATHERNECK, 
Afghanistan (AP) — Teams 
of builders worked through 
dust storms Monday to 
expand a base for a brigade 
of U.S. Marines now 
fanning out across southern 
Afghanistan to change the 
course of a war claiming 
American lives faster than 
ever before. 

Some 10,000 Marines have 
poured into Afghanistan in 
the last six weeks, the military 
said Monday, transforming 
this once small base in the 
heart of the country’s most 
violent province, Helmand, 
into a desert fortress. 

The statement to embedded 
journalists, including a team 
from The Associated Press, 
was the first confirmation 
that the military has fully 
deployed the first wave of 
21,000 additional troops 
President Barack Obama 
ordered to Afghanistan 
this year to help stanch an 
increasingly violent Taliban 
insurgency. 

The 2nd Marine 
Expeditionary Brigade, 
normally based at Camp 
Lejeune, North Carolina, 
will battle the Taliban as well 
as train and fight alongside 
Afghan security forces. 

“This is where the fight is, in 
Afghanistan,” said 1st Sgt. 
Christopher Watson, who 
like many of the troops was 
most recently deployed in 
Iraq. “We are here to get the 
job done.” 

The United States and its 
allies invaded Afghanistan 
in late 2001 because the 
country’s extremist Taliban 
leaders were sheltering 
Osama bin Laden and al- 
Qaida, the Islamic terrorist 
group behind the Sept. 11 
attacks. 

The forces quickly defeated 
the Taliban, pushing the 
militants out of Kabul 
and their southern base in 
Kandahar. But a guerrilla war, 
which turned dangerously 
violent in 2006, has bedeviled 
the international coalition 
and Afghan government. 
While the insurgency is active 
across much of the country, 
its stronghold remains in 


Helmand. The province is 
home to the world’s largest 
opium-poppy growing region 
and borders Pakistan, where 
commanders say the Taliban 
leadership supplies money 
and recruits. 

The Taliban has become 
entrenched in Helmand 
because of a lack of 
international and Afghan 
troops. Several thousand 
British forces have engaged 
in heavy fighting in Helmand 
for much of the past three 
years. Last year, a much 
smaller U.S. Marine force 
joined them, helping to clear 
the town of Garmser of 
insurgents. 

“We are not under the 
impression that is going to be 
easy,” said Capt. Bill Pelletier, 
a Marine spokesman. “They 
are an adaptive enemy.” 

A dust storm whipped across 
Camp Leatherneck early 
Monday but did little to stop 
the pace of construction. 
Hard-hatted workers put up 
wooden structures to house 
command centers and dining 
facilities, while cranes 
dropped blast walls close to 
the rows of air-conditioned 
tents housing troops. 

The Marines are slowly 
spreading out to smaller 
bases in an area of operations 
about 7,000 square miles 
(18,000 square kilometers), 
said Pelletier, adding 
there already have been 
several engagements with 
insurgents. The military has 
yet to announce any losses 
in combat suffered by the 
brigade. 

An Army brigade of some 
7,000 troops will follow 
this summer along with 
4,000 forces to train Afghan 
security forces. 

The surge will bring 
American troop levels from 
about 55,000 now to more 
than 68,000 by the end 
of 2009 — about half of 
the nearly 140,000 troops 
currently in Iraq. 

The buildup has led to 
comparisons with Iraq, 
where an influx of troops in 
2007 is credited with helping 
to reduce violence. 

But unlike Iraq, where the 
U.S. plans to phase out its 
role by 2012, the military 


envisions a long-term 
presence in Afghanistan. 
Adding troops in a country 
with a history of resistance to 
foreign forces risks increasing 
Afghans’ resentment, which 
in turn fuels the insurgency. 
There are also fears that the 
surge will push the Taliban 
to other parts of the country 

— or even across the border 
to Pakistan, where they 
could further destabilize that 
nuclear-armed country. 

The bulk of the Marines, about 
7,300, remain at Leatherneck 
and are training for missions 

— or “sharpening the sword” 
as one young Marine put 
it. Several said Marine 
commanders have drilled 
into them the need to respect 
the local culture and not 
barge into villages, kicking 
down doors and alienating 
residents whose support they 
need to win the war. 

“They have told us to be more 
friendly with the locals,” said 
Lance Cpl. John McCall, who 
was marching in full battle 
gear around the base with 
two buddies to get in shape. 
“We are not to shoot first and 
ask questions later.” 
Commanders warn that 
U.S. deaths are likely to 
increase this summer, the 
traditional fighting season in 
Afghanistan. 

At least 70 U.S. troops have 
been killed in Afghanistan 
this year, according to an AP 
count, a 75 percent increase 
over the 40 U.S. troop deaths 
through the first week in 
June last year. A record 151 
American forces died in 
Afghanistan in 2008. 

Joanna Nathan, an 
Afghanistan specialist at the 
International Crisis Group, 
said more troops were needed 
to improve security so that 
the task of building Afghan 
government structures and 
other infrastructure projects 
could happen more quickly. 
“There needs to be a lot of 
work in the background,” she 
said. “You are never going 
to shoot the last insurgent 
and then leave. The will in 
Western capitals to remain 
in Afghanistan will not last 
forever, so there is a need for 
urgency. ”□ 
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Will US send envoy after NKorea jails reporters?

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— The sentencing of two 
American journalists to 12 
years’ hard labor in North 
Korea on Monday sets the 
stage for possible negotiations 
with the reclusive nation 
for their release — perhaps 
involving an envoy from the 
United States. 

New Mexico Gov. Bill 
Richardson, who helped win 
the release of Americans 
from North Korea in the 
1990s, said he was “ready 
to do anything” the Obama 
administration asked. Another 
possible negotiator, if the 
U.S. government approved, 
is former Vice President A1 
Gore, who founded the TV 
venture that both reporters 
work for. 

AseniorObamaadministration 
official said Richardson and 
Gore had been in contact with 
the White House and State 
Department about potential 
next steps, including possibly 
sending an envoy to try to 
negotiate the release of Euna 
Lee, 26, and Laura Ling, 32, 
both of whom work for Gore’s 
Current TV. 

But the official stressed that 
no decisions had been made 
on how to proceed and said 
neither Gore nor Richardson 
had been asked to go. The 
official spoke on condition 
of anonymity due to the 
diplomatic sensitivity of the 
situation. 

Asked Monday if the United 
States will send an envoy to 
the North, Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
the Obama administration 
is “pursuing every possible 
approach that we can consider 
in order to persuade the North 
Koreans to release them and 
send these young women 
home.” 

She stressed that the reporters’ 
case and Washington’s efforts 
to punish North Korea for 
its recent nuclear test are 
“entirely separate matters.” 
“We think the imprisonment, 
trial and sentencing of Laura 
and Euna should be viewed 
as a humanitarian matter,” 
Clinton said. “We hope that 
the North Koreans will grant 
clemency and deport them.” 
The isolated North is probably 


less interested in having the 
women sent to its gulag, 
where poorly fed inmates 
often do backbreaking work in 
factories, coal mines and rice 
paddies. 

Instead, Pyongyang will likely 
try to use them as bargaining 
chips in an increasingly tense 
standoff with the U.S. over 
the North’s recent nuclear and 
missile tests. 

President Barack Obama 
“is deeply concerned by the 
reported sentencing of the two 
American citizen journalists 
by North Korean authorities, 
and we are engaged through 
all possible channels to secure 
their release,” said deputy 
White House spokesman 
William Burton. 

Richardson, who also traveled 
to North Korea in 2007 to 
bring back the remains of 
Americans killed in the Korean 
War, said the journalists were 
part of a “high-stakes poker 
game” North Korea is playing. 
Now that the legal process has 
been completed, he said he 
thinks talks for their release 
can begin, with some kind of a 
political pardon as a goal. 

“In previous instances where 
I was involved in negotiating, 
you could not get this started 
until the legal process had 


ended,” he said on NBC’s 
“Today” show. 

Richardson said officials of 
the Obama administration 
had been in contact with him 
for his thoughts on how to 
proceed. Asked by CNN if 
he would be willing to go 
to Pyongyang on behalf of 
the Obama administration, 
Richardson replied: “If they 
asked for my help, of course, 
I’d be ready to do anything. 
But this is something that is 
very sensitive at this stage.” 
He said the sentence was 
harsher than expected but 
added that the fact that 
espionage was not mentioned 
was a good sign. 

He said North Korea so far has 
not, at least publicly, tried to 
tie this incident to differences 
with Washington over its 
nuclear program and the recent 
series of missile tests that it has 
conducted. He also said he has 
not seen particularly bellicose 
rhetoric from Pyongyang on 
the issue of the two women. 
For several days, rumors have 
been swirling that Gore would 
fly to North Korea to negotiate 
the reporters’ release. But 
Gore has not commented 
on a possible trip and has 
stayed silent about the case in 
general. 


Victor Cha, who served as a 
senior Asia adviser on former 
President George W. Bush’s 
National Security Council, 
said a high-level envoy, such 
as Gore, should be sent to 
negotiate the release of the 
Americans. 

“North Koreans care a great 
deal about public face, and 
sending someone of Gore’s 
stature would be an eminently 
credible humanitarian 

mission,” he said. 

North Korea wants to be treated 
like a legitimate nuclear state 
and hopes to draw Washington 
into direct negotiations 
about normalizing relations. 
Washington has refused to 
endorse such a status for an 
unpredictable nation with a 
history of terrorism, ripping 
up agreements and sharing 
its nuclear know-how with 
nations hostile to America. 
Pyongyang is believed to 
be preparing another long- 
range missile test at a new 
launchpad. On Monday, North 
Korea warned fishing boats 
to stay away from the east 
coast, Japan’s coast guard 
said, feeding concerns that 
more missile tests are being 
planned. 

The U.N. has also been 
debating a new resolution 


to punish the North for its 
second nuclear test May 25. 
Pyongyang followed the test 
with a barrage of missile 
launches. 

The case gives the two sides 
an excuse to talk, with the U.S. 
possibly sending a special 
envoy, said Kim Yong-hyun, a 
professor at Seoul’s Dongguk 
University. 

“I think the North is going 
to try to use the reporters to 
facilitate relations with the 
U.S.,” said Kim, adding that 
he didn’t think the women 
would be mistreated and 
would even be kept separate 
from North Korean inmates. 
“The sentence doesn’t mean 
much because the issue will 
be resolved diplomatically in 
the end,” Kim said. 

The journalists were arrested 
March 17 near the China-North 
Korea border, and it’s unclear 
whether they tried to sneak 
into the North or if aggressive 
border guards crossed into 
Chinese territory and grabbed 
them, as has happened before. 
A cameraman and their local 
guide escaped. 

The North accused the 
reporters of unspecified 
“hostile acts” and illegally 
entering the country, but the 
formal charges against them 
were unclear. Their trial began 
Thursday and foreigners 
weren’t allowed to observe 
the proceedings. 

The North’s official news 
agency said Monday the 
women committed a “grave 
crime” and wouldbe sentenced 
to 12 years of “reform through 
labor.” 

State Department spokesman 
Ian Kelly said U.S. officials 
do not know details of the 
charges against the two or 
the exact location of their 
confinement. 

“We plan to explore all 
possible channels,” Kelly said 
without being specific. “As 
we have all along, we call on 
the North Korean authorities 
to release the two young 
ladies.” 

Ling’s father, Doug Ling, 
told The Associated Press at 
his home in the Sacramento, 
California, suburb of 
Carmichael that the family 
will “keep a low-profile until 
we hear something better 
about the situation. 
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Shell settles human rights suit lor S15.5M

NEW YORK (AP) 
— Royal Dutch Shell 
agreed to a $15.5 million 
settlement Monday to end 
a lawsuit alleging that the 
oil giant was complicit in 
the executions of activist 
Ken Saro-Wiwa and other 
civilians by Nigeria’s 
former military regime. 
Shell, which continues 
to operate in Nigeria, 
said it agreed to settle the 
lawsuit in hopes aiding the 
“process of reconciliation.” 
But Europe’s largest oil 
company acknowledged 
no wrongdoing in the 
1995 hanging deaths of 
six people, including Saro- 
Wiwa. 

“This gesture also 
acknowledges that, even 
though Shell had no part in 
the violence that took place, 
the plaintiffs and others 
have suffered,” Malcolm 
Brinded, Shell’s Executive 
Director Exploration 
& Production, said in a 
statement. 

The lawsuit in U.S. District 
Court in New York claimed 
Shell colluded with the 
country’s former military 
government to silence 
environmental and human 
rights activists in the 
country’s Ogoni region. 

The oil-rich district sits in 
the southern part of Nigeria 
and is roughly the size of 
San Antonio. Shell started 
operating there in 1958. 

The primary complaint 
against Shell focused on 
activities by the company’s 
subsidiary, Shell Petroleum 
Development Co. of Nigeria 
Limited. 

The lawsuit said in the 
1990s, Shell officials helped 
furnish Nigerian police 
with weapons, participated 
in security sweeps of the 
area, and asked government 
troops to shoot villagers 
protesting the construction 
of a pipeline that later 
leaked oil. 

The plaintiffs also say Shell 
helped the government 
capture and hang Saro-

Wiwa, John Kpuinen, 
Saturday Doobee, Felix 
Nuate, Daniel Gbokoo and 
Dr. Barinem Kiobel on Nov.

Saro-Wiwa, leader of the 
Movement for the Survival 
of Ogoni People, led rallies 
against Shell. He blamed 
the company for myriad oil 
spills and gas fires in the 
Ogoni region. 

“1 think he would be happy 
with this,” Saro-Wiwa’s 
40-year-old son, Ken Saro- 
Wiwa Jr., said in a telephone 
interview from London. 
Though Shell denied any 
wrongdoing, “the fact that 
they would have to settle is 
a victory for us.” 

Besides compensating the 
families, the money from 
Shell will pay for years of 
legal fees. And a large chunk 
of the settlement — roughly 
half — will create a trust 
that will invest in social 
programs in the country 
including educational 
endowments, agricultural 
development, support for 
small enterprise and adult 
literacy programs. 
Altogether, the settlement 
will have a negligible affect 
on Shell’s shareholders, 
amounting to less than one- 
hundredth of a percent of 


Shell’s annual revenue. It’s 
comparable to the annual 
cost of renting one of the 
supertankers that Shell uses 
to deliver Nigerian oil to 
other countries. 

“Is it enough to bring back 
the lives of our clients? 
Obviously not,” said Jenny 
Green, a lawyer for the 
Center for Constitutional 
Rights in New York who 
helped file the lawsuit in 
1996. 

But Green said it will send a 
message to Shell and other 
multinationals that operate 
in developing countries. 
“You can’t commit human 
rights violations as a part 
of doing business,” she 
said. “A corporation can’t 
act with impunity. And we 
think there is accountability 
in this settlement.” 

Ralph Steinhardt, a George 
Washington professor of 
international law, said he 
doesn’t think Shell got off 
easy with the settlement. 
“It’s not the size of 
the company that’s the 
right measure here,” 
Steinhardt said. “At the 
end of the day, it’s to get 
some acknowledgment 
of the plaintiffs and their 
suffering and the role of 
the company.” The Shell 


settlement ends one of 
several legal battles brought 
against energy companies 
by indigenous peoples 
where they operate. 
Villagers in Indonesia 
are suing Exxon Mobil, 
claiming it employed guards 
who kidnapped, tortured 
and murdered civilians. 
Chevron awaits a potential 
$27 billion judgment in 
Ecuador stemming from 
a dispute over its role in 
environmental damages in 
the Amazon rain forest. 

At least one additional 
lawsuit alleging human 
rights abuses by Shell in 
Nigeria is pending in U.S. 
District Court in New York. 
Fourteen years after the 
Nigerian activists were 
hanged, Saro-Wiwa said he 
thinks Shell has started to 
acknowledge that it needs 
a “social license” to operate 
in a foreign countries. For 
example, the company has 
agreed to pay for a study 
of environmental damage 
that drilling has caused the 
Ogoni region. 

“They have a long way to 
go,” he said. “But at least 
they realize some of their 
actions can come back to 
haunt them as we saw in 
New York.’Q

Gabon’s president 
dies after 42 years 
in power

LIBREVILLE, Gabon (AP) 

— Omar Bongo, the world’s 
longest-serving president 
whose 42-year rule of Gabon 
was a throwback to an era 
when Africa was ruled by 
“Big Men,” died Monday. 
He was 73. The government 
responded to Bongo’s death 
at a hospital in Spain by 
closing Gabon’s international 
airport and the nation’s land 
and sea borders. Security 
forces took up positions in 
front of government buildings 
and electrical installations in 
Libreville, the capital. 

People rushed home after the 
news was announced, causing 
traffic jams. Some residents 
could be seen hurrying out 
with empty bags, apparently 
to stock up on food in advance 
of possible store closures. 
Gabon’s constitution calls 
for the Senate leader to 
assume power and organize 
presidential elections within 
90 days of Bongo’s death. But 
there has been speculation 
that one of Bongo’s sons — 
who is now defense minister 

— would try to seize power 
upon his father’s death, as 
happened in nearby Togo.Q 
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Air France tail found; some pilots refusing to fly

RECIFE, Brazil (AP) — A 
large tail section of a jetliner 
bearing Air France’s trademark 
red and blue stripes was 
recovered from the Atlantic 
Ocean Monday, helping 
narrow the hunt for “black 
boxes” that could explain what 
brought down Flight 447. 

And some high-tech help is 
on the way — two U.S. Navy 
devices capable of picking 
up the flight recorders’ 
emergency beacons far below 
on the ocean floor. What 
caused the Airbus A330-200 
to plunge into the middle of 
the ocean on May 31 with 228 
people on board might not be 
known until those black boxes 
are found. 

But some Air France pilots 
aren’t waiting for a definitive 
answer. With investigators 
looking at the possibility that 
external speed monitors iced 
over and gave dangerously 
false readings to cockpit 
computers in a thunderstorm, a 
union is urging pilots to refuse 
to fly Airbus A330 and A340 
planes unless the monitors 

— known as Pitot tubes — are 
replaced. 

An internal memo sent to Air 
France pilots Monday and 
obtained by The Associated 
Press urges them to refuse to 
fly unless at least two of the 
three Pitot sensors on each 
planes have been replaced. 
The instruments have drawn 
attention because of other 
incidents in which the 
monitors have iced over at 
high altitudes. 

The leader of another pilots’ 
union, however, said Monday 
that Pitot troubles probably 
didn’t cause the Flight 447 
disaster. 

Searchers must move quickly 
to find answers in the cockpit 
voice and data recorders, 
because acoustic pingers on 
the boxes begin to fade 30 
days after crashes. 

While large pieces of plane 
debris — along with 16 bodies 

— has helped narrow the 
search, it remains a daunting 
task in waters up to 1.5 miles 
(2.5 kilometers) deep and an 
ocean floor marked by rugged 
mountains. 

“Finding the debris helps 
because you can eliminate 


a large part of the ocean,” 
said U.S. Air Force Col. 
Willie Berges, chief of the 
U.S. military liaison office 
in Brazil and commander 
of the American military 
forces supporting the search 
operation. 

But ocean currents over the 
eight days since the disaster 
have pushed floating wreckage 
far and wide, complicating the 
search, Berges said. “In the 
sense that as the debris drifts 
away, you’re not sure exactly 
where the black boxes or other 
parts of the aircraft are on the 
bottom of the ocean.” 

The U.S. Navy has helped 
locate black boxes in difficult 
situations before: pings from 
an Adam Air jet that crashed 
Jan. 1, 2007, off Indonesia’s 
coast were picked up 25 days 
later by a navy team. 

The two towed pinger locators 
the U. S. is sending are expected 
to arrive in Brazil late Monday 
and will be dropped into the 
ocean near the debris field by 
Thursday, Berges said. The 
search is focusing on several 
hundred square miles (square 
kilometers) roughly 400 miles 
(640 kilometers) northeast 
of the Fernando de Noronha 
islands off Brazil’s northern 
coast. 

The listening devices 
themselves are five-feet long 
and weigh 70 pounds. One 
will be towed by a Brazilian 
ship, the other by a French 
vessel, slowly trawling in a 
grid pattern across the search 
area. The devices can detect 
emergency beacons to a depth 
of 20,000 feet (6,100 meters). 
Cables attached to the devices 
lead to on-board computers, 
enabling a 10-person team that 
accompanies each device to 
listen for pings and to visually 
see them on a screen, like a 
radar spotting objects in air. 
The French nuclear attack 
submarine Emeraude, 

arriving later this week, also 
will try to find the acoustic 
pings, military spokesman 
Christophe Prazuck said. 

If the pings are located, French 
deep-water unmanned subs 
aboard the oceanographic 
survey ship Pourquoi Pas will 
attempt to retrieve the boxes 
from the ocean floor. 

This area of the Atlantic 
Ocean is littered with floating 


garbage, vexing the initial 
search effort. Days after the 
plane went down, the weather 
let up and bodies began to 
surface, giving searchers more 
to go on. 

Sixteen bodies were recovered 
Saturday and Sunday about 
45 miles (70 kilometers) 
from where the jet was last 
heard from. Brazilian military 
officials said their earlier 
announcement of 17 was 
incorrect. 

Searchers also spotted two 
airplane seats and debris 
with Air France’s logo, and 
recovered dozens of structural 
components from the plane. 
They had already recovered 
jet wing fragments, and said 
hundreds of personal items 
believed to from passengers 
were plucked from the water. 
President Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva said Brazil’s military 
would do all it can to recover 
bodies for grieving families. 
“During this painful time 
it’s not going to resolve the 
problem, but it is an immense 
comfort to know they can 
bury their loved ones,” he said 
on his national radio program 
Monday. 

France is leading the 
investigation into the cause, 
while Brazil focuses on 
the recovery of bodies and 
wreckage. The Ventose, a 
French military frigate now 


operating under Brazilian 
command, has brought aboard 
seven of the 16 bodies and 
about 30 pieces of debris that 
“most probably come from the 
plane,” Prazuck said. 

Brazil says the search 
area lies southeast of the

automatic messages signaling 
catastrophic electrical failure 
and loss of cabin pressure. 
The messages mean Flight 447 
likely broke apart in turbulent 
weather while flying from Rio 
de Janeiro to Paris. □

Nadal having

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 
— Rafael Nadal is having his 
knees checked by doctors and 
expects to announce his status 
for Wimbledon in the coming 
days. 

A posting on Nadal’s Web site 
said the reigning Wimbledon 
champion is in Barcelona for 
medical tests Monday and 
Tuesday. He is expected to 
make an announcement by 
Wednesday. Nadal withdrew 
from this week’s Wimbledon 
tuneup at Queen’s Club in 
London, citing knee trouble. 
His 31-match winning streak 
at the French Open ended 
with a fourth-round loss. 

“I have been having some 
problems in the past months 
with my knees — that’s no 
secret — that did not allow 
me to compete always at 100 
percent,” Nadal said Friday, 
when he pulled out of the 
Queen’s Club event. “I need to 
work with my team to recover 
well, work on my physical 
condition to be at my top form 
and get ready for the grass to 
play at Wimbledon. I hope I 
can be ready to compete by 
then.” 

Wimbledon starts June 22. 
Last year, Nadal beat Roger 
Federer at the All England 
Club in the longest men’s 
championship match in 
tournament history. 

“I was surprised to see him 
pull out of Queen’s, and now 
the debate that he might pull 
out of Wimbledon is quite 
frightening,” Federer said
